CHEKIANG ARMY 
SEIZES SALIENT, 
SHANGHAI HEARS 


Battle Still in . Progress 
After Four Days’ Con- 
tinuous Fighting 


SHANGHAI, Sept 30 (#)—The 
fourth day of continuous fighting be- 
tween rival Chinese armies near 
Shanghai was completed tonight with 


no evidences that early termination 
of the battle could be expected. The 
battle. started Saturday with the 
opening of an offensive by the Cne- 
kiang-Shanghai forces against the 
besieging Kiangsu Province armies. 

At 9:30 o’clock tonight tne muffled 
roar from the war front some score 
of miles distant, told Shanghai that 
the intrenched fighters. still found 
strength to continue their conflict. * 

Chekiang leaders claimed _ that 
their soldiers had captured and 
were holding‘an advantageous salient 
in the Hwangtu area. Field head- 
quarters of the Chekiang armies at 
Nansiang was removed elsewhere late 
today after several Kiangsu airplanes 
had dropped bombs into the town. 

Further indefinite reports were re- 
ceived tonight that a combined at- 
tack by the armies of Kiangsu, 
Fukien and Wanhwei provinces 
against 5000 Chekiang soldiers left 
to defend Sungkiang, 28 miles south 
of Shanghai, was impending. 

The attack, it was said, was ex- 
pected to develop along the line of 
the Shanghai-Hangchow railway, 
‘which runs’ through Sungkiang. 
Commanders from the three prov- 
inces were assembling a powerful 
military machine with the idea of 
pressing through and attacking this 
_city from the south.

International Air Races Call 
World’s Aviators to Dayton 


Light Craft Designed to Facilitate Civilian Fly- 
ing and Duration Tests to Be Features 


DAYTON, O., Sept. 30 (Special)— 
With the opening date of the inter- 
national air races here, during the 


latter three days of this week, the 
time is appropriate to discuss vari- 
ous aspects of the program of pro- 
ceedings and to forecast certain con- 
clusions. The widespread interest 
shown in this annual event—its fifth 
anniversary—is not only due to the 
energetic and enthusiastic efforts of 
the people: of Dayton in their pre- 
paratory work, but is characteristic 
of the steady awakening of the 
American people to the importance 
of aviation development to the wel- 
fare of the Nation from the com- 
mercial, as well as the’ military, 
standpoint. 

The inauguration of the interna- 
tional air races dates back as far as 
1909 when, amid the enthusiasm 
caused by the start of modern avi- 
ation only a few years before, some 
38 machines, representing different 
nations, met on the plains of Beth- 
any, near Rheims, France, and eom- 
peted, in their small way in those 
days, for tbe honor of possessing 
the speediest machine.

It is probable that a radical change 
in the policy of the association in 
the method of holding its annual 
conventions may come from this 
meeting.

. care of the conventions has dwindled 
rapidly in the last few years. 
_ There is, a growing sentiment in 
favor of a fixed annual meeting 
place, Atlantic City being most fre- 
quently mentioned in that connec- 
tion. There is some opposition to 
this suggestion on the part of the 
bankers west of the Mississippi 
River, particularly on the Pacific 
coast, but elsewhere the plan is re- 
garded with favor. 

Entertainment of the bankers and 
their families, numbering between 
5000 and 10,000, is a big job, and 
quite expensive. It requires from 

$150,000 to $200,000, and there are 
few cities in which such a fund can 
be raised easily. New York set a fast 
pace in this regard when the conven- 
tion met there recently, which has 
had a discouraging effect on some 
cities that otherwise migut be willing 
to accept the undertaking.

To visualize the relative impor- 
tance of gasoline in the total family 
budget of the Commonwealth, it 
should be borne in mind that the 
expenditure for gasoline alone this 
year will be about $60,000,000, while 
the total €xpenditure for anthracite 
coal will be about $90,000,000. 

Secret price concessions are given 
many retail dealers by most whole- 
salers. These secret concessions 
range from lg cent to 3 cents and 
more a gallon below the posted tank 
wagon price, which is now 17 cents 
a gallon. Some dealers receive no 
concessions. 

These concessions are regarded as 
secret profits by some dealers: others 
use them to enlarge service given 
customers; and other dealers, seek- 
ing greater volume of business, 
divide these secret concessions with 
the public by slightly lowering 
prices. The commission finds that 
the whole industry in Massachusetts 
is honeycombed with the deplorable 
practice of secret concessions to 
favored customers. 


Low Production Cost 
At the present time the price paid 
for producing, gathering, transport- 
ing thousands of miles to Massachu- 
setts and refining crude oil into gas- 
oline is about 10 cents a gallon. 
The commission finds that the re- 
tail price of gasoline in Massachu- 
setts is out of line compared with 
the price in many other parts of the 
country. The dominant factors in 
the oil industry can probably pro- 
vide relief to the gasoline consumers 
of Massachusetts. If such relief is 
not provided by those at. present en- 
gaged in the industry, the buyer 
possesses a most powerful protective 
weapon; ‘that is, discrimination in 
making purehases. For example: 
Last Spring a “15 cent Gasoline 
League” was formed by consumers 
in a large western city. At that 
time the price of gasoline was over 
20 cents a gallon. 
Members of the league pledged 
themselves to do only necessary 
riding until such time as they were 
able to obtain gasoline for.15 cents 
a gallon. Members also agreed to 
patronize those dealers who sold gas- 
oline at the lowest price. The ac- 
tion of this league resulted in re- 
ducing the price of gasoline to 15 
cents a gallon last slimmer. Gaso- 
line is now retailing in that city 
below 15 cents

to London. During his recent pii- 
grimage, Dr. Naji was greatly im- 
pressed by the ferocity and determin- 
ation of the Wahabites.

ATHENS, Sept. 30—The political 
Situation is causing anxiety to the 
Cabinet, which is unable to control 
the parties supporting the Govern- 
ment. George Kafandaris, former 
Prime Minister, broke up the status 
quo by presenting Eleutherios Veniz- 
elos’ proposition of forming a gov- 
ernment in which all republican par- 
ties would be represented, which was 
abandoned upon Alexander Papanas- 
tasiou’s opposition and a threat to 
rule single-handed. 

Though the attitude of Andrew 
Michalakopoulos looks doubtful, 
Colonel Gonatas, General Kondylis, 
and Mr. Kafandaris incline to con- 
tinue upholding Themistocles So- 
foulis in opposition to Mr. Papanas- 
tasiou, whose advent is apprehended 
as disastrous. 

Meantime, the parties outside Par- 
liament foment the passions by an- 
nouncing that the country is rapidly 
heading toward perdition, which can 
be averted only by their representa- 
tion in the Government.

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HOOVER DEFINES 
PUBLIC UTILITY 


Warns Against La Follette 
Plan of Federal Ownership 
of Such Institutions 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 30 (7)—Gov- 
ernment ownership of public utilities 
would require rewriting of the Con- 
stitution and loss to the American 
people of most of their democracy, 


Herbert Hoover, Secretary of Com- 
merce, declared last night in an 
address radiocast from 14 stations 
throughout the country. 

“What Senator La Follette pro- 
poses,” Mr. Hoover said, “is far more 
than a transitory experiment of Gov- 
ernment in business—it is a change 
in our social, economic, and political 
principles, that will react to revolu- 
tionize our Government itself.” 

Government ownership plans of 
La Follette’s adherents, the Secre- 
tary asserted, call for the Govern- 
ment’s purchase and operation of 
femeee | electrical, and other util- 
ities valued by official commissions 
at about $40,000,000,000, with 2,700- 
000 employes, requiring $2,000,000,000 
dollars annually for .bond interest, 
with an operating budget of $10,- 
000,000,000 a year. 

“This is a financial transaction and 
venture of a magnitude never before 
undertaken by any man or govern- 
ment, democratic or otherwise—ex- 
cept in Russia,” he added, and urged 
that the American people, before em- 
barking on such a voyage, study the 
capacity of the “vessel to carry the 
cargo.” 

The project, the Secretary said, 
would wreck our democracy, and 
would be a step backward by a coun- 
try which has found the true road 
of advancement in these enterprises 
“through sustained initiative and 
equality of opportunity to our peo-

Mr. Hoover pointed to the present 
system of public control as one under 
which all public utilities have en- 
joyed enormous growth and con- 
stantly improving efficiency and serv- 
ice. It has, he said, through stabil- 
izing rates, reduced-the cost of cap- 
ital by increasing the security for the 
savings of the American people. 

The enterprises, he pointed out, 
are no longer owned by the few, cit- 
ing that one great service corpora- 
tion has nearly 400,000 stockholders, 
while another has more than 200,000. 

Going into the political aspects of 
government ownership, the Secre- 
tary declared that the purpose of the 
Government would be changed from 
preservation of basic human liberty 
to that of making money. 

Either Congress must be the board 
of directors for the $40,000,000,000 
business, or the project divided and 
placed under nonpartisan commis- 
sions or government corporations, 
“somehow free from politics and the 
dead hand of bureaucracy,” he de- 
clared. Neither alternative, the Sec- 
retary said, will work.

DEPRECATES

any nation that goes to war except 
for defense is guilty of it. The World 
Court is clothed with jurisdiction, 
on the complaint of any signatory, 
to say whether the crime, or the 
“overt act,” has or has not been 
committted. 

Part I also contains an article on 
“sanctions” to be appealed to, when 
necessary, by the othér signatories 
in order to force compliance with 
the decree of the international court. 
These sanctions, however, are not 
obligatory, but permissive, and pro- 
fect any or all powers resorting to 
them against the claim that they are 
violating the provisions of interna- 
tional law. 

In my opinion, obligatory sanc- 
tions to enforce the obligations of 
any treaty among many states 
which obligations may come into ef- 
fect in the indefinite future and un- 
der conditions entirely unknown and 
unanticipated at the time the obliga- 
tions are contracted, are of necessity 
a mere form of words. In these days 
of democratic governments no Leg- 
islature can be bound under such 
circumstances to take the necessary 
action when the time comes. Sanc- 
tions, whether military or economic, 
in such cases, will in practical ef- 
fect be merely permissive sanctions. 

They only mean that when the cir- 
cumstances arise the contracting 
parties will consult together and de- 
cide in the light of the actual cir- 
cumstances and conditions what 
they will agree to do. The permis- 
sive sanctions in the American plan 
are economic in .character. 

To facilitate action in the matter 
of disarmament, parts II and III of 
the plan provide for the creation by 
the League of a permanent advisory 
conference, to study and advise on 
armaments and which should func- 
tion constantly, with formal sessions 
at stated intervals. It also is pro- 
vided that there shall be a perma- 
nent commission of inspection.

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NORWAY HELPS 
PEACE LABORS 
FOR 40 YEARS 


Peace Association Debates 
Storting Members’ Stand 
on Disarmament 


CHRISTIANIA, Norway, Sept. 15 
(Special Correspondence)—The Peace 
Association of Norway, at its annual 
convention in Bergen recently, de- 


bated whether it should ask the can- 
didates for the new Storting what 
attitude they intend to take on the de- 
mobilization issue and the question 
of disarmament. It was finally re- 
solved not to fling the peace issue 
into politics. The next annual con- 
vention probably will take place-in 
Christiania in 1925 in connection 
with the Northern Peace Conference 
to be held at that time. 

The Peace Association emerged in 
the eighties, when a new class of 
statesmen came to the fore in public 
affairs, and a drive for the peace 
movement followed. 


The Arbitration Movement 
When the idea of solving interna- 
tional disputes by means of arbitra- 
tion grew in Europe, this movement 
also spread to Norway, and a group 
of the Interparliamentary Peace 


Union was formed there. After sev- 
eral unsuccessful attempts a national 
Norwegian peace organization was 
formed in 1895 with Bernhard Hans- 
sen, a member of thé Storting, as its 
first president. As the majority of 
the association voted for demobiliza- 
tion, on the part of Norway, the Stor- 
ting declined to give it any monetary 
support. 

At that time Norway and Sweden 
were united, but relations between 
the two countries were very strained. 
When the two countries parted in 
1905 by peaceful agreement, instead 
of through bloodshed and war, the 
credit wag to a great extent due to 
the influence of the Peace Associa- 
tion. 

The Norwegian Storting holds the 
honor of being the first of European 
parliaments to take up the question 
of arbitration seriously in interna- 
tional disputes. 


Peaceful Settlements 
Today the Norwegian Peace Asso- 
ciation has very widespread interests. 
Primarily, of course, it works for 
an amicable and just settlement of alt? 
international disputes without the 


use of arms. It also works for the 
peaceful settlement of internal, so- 
cial and political conflicts. It sup- 
ports the League of Nations and 
works for making all civilized coun- 
tries members of the League. 

Its members are not yet of one 
mind, however, on the question of 
neutrality. One group thinks that 
Norway should take the lead in dis- 
armament, while another holds that 
the disarmament problem will have 
to be solved by means of interna- 
tional conventions. 

It also advocates nonpunishment 
of conscientious military objectors,

The association has worked also 
for the abolition of compulsory mili- 
tary service, “social conscription” 
being proposed instead. 

Norwegian Peace Union, which in- 
cludes all the local associations, is 
affiliated with “L’Union Internation- 
ale des Associations pour la Société 
des Nations,” the purpose of which is 
to extend and strengthen the League 
of Nations, that it may become a firm 
upholder of world peace.

WORLD’S AVIATORS TO DAYTON

method of reducing resistance anc 
consequent retardation of the air- 
plane will have been made, the wings 
reduced to a minimum consistent 


with the rules of the race since such 
reduction enables greater speed to 
be made, thus augmenting the re- 
duced lift attendant upon the dimin- 
ished area and so still permitting the 
craft to fly. 

As a contrast to the Pulitzer tro- 
phy race, the duration contests for 
model airplanes for the Mulvihill 
trophy will form an interesting fea- 
ture of the meeting. Entrants for this 
event must be model airplanes of not 
more than four feet span and the 
winner is to be the model capable of 
staying in the air under the power of 
a twisted rubber motor for the long- 
est time.

VACCINATION ORDER 
RESPONSE IS LIGHT 


Bristol Board Makes No Move 


to Compel Compliance 


BRISTOL, Conn., Sept. 30 (Special) 
—Although the Bristol Board of 
Health several months ago issued a 
sweeping order for all school chil- 
dren and all persons employed in 
the schools to be vaccinated on or 


before Sept. 3, only 59 per cent of 
the 5000 public school children and 
but few of the adults affected have 
complied, according to Willard A. 
Hunt, president of the Bristol branch 
of the Connecticut Medical Liberty 
League. 

The health board has made no move 
toward compelling compliance with 
the order, but has refused to rescind 
the mandate as requested in a peti- 
tion signed by several residents. The 
petitioners asserted the order for 
the wholesale vaccination of school 
children and adults in the schools 


was unjustified by any existing con- 
ditions. 

“We are prepared for any move 
the health authoritie# may make in 
the matter,” said Mr. Hunt. “They 
have not tried to enforce their order 
except through moral suasion. I 
imagine they are not taking any ac- 
tion because they realize the senti- 
ment in Bristol is very strong 
against their order. 

“Hugh Alcorn, state’s attorney for 
Hartford County, has said that we 
must look to the Legislature for 
relief. That is what we intend do- 
ing. We will concentrate our efforts 
in order to have the compulsory 
vaccination law amended. The party 
caucuses will be held soon and we 
will try to have men sympathetic 
with our cause nominated for the 
Legislature.”

LONDON, Sept. 30—Germany has 
to the 10 governments 
composing the League Couucil, in- 
cluding the British, a series of in- 
ouiries regarding commitments if it 
joins the League of Nations.

PLANES IN RACE OVER 


NEW ENGLAND STATES 


Squadron of Army Fliers 
Gathered at Brockton 


BROCKTON, Mass., Sept. 20—A 
squadron of army planes, gathered 
here from several eastern flying 
fields, prepared today to take part

ANTIVIVISECTION 


Lotta M. Crabtree Gift of 
$300,000 Expected to Give 
Impetus to Activities 


Activities of the New England 
Anti-Vivisection Society will be given 
a marked impetus under the pro- 
visions of the will of Lotta M. Crab- 


ing the announcement that she had 
established, among other charitable 
trusts, a $300,000 “Lotta Dumb Ani- 
mal Fund” with which to oppose the 
practice of vivisection. 

John S. Codman, vice-president of 
the society expressed his apprecia- 
tion of the action which Miss Crab- 
tree had taken, pointing to the fact 
that she had been a member of the 
New England organization since 1911. 


Because of the necessity of the trus- | 


tees of the estate to determine the 


exact channels through which this 


fund will be expended, Mr. Codman 
declined to discuss the exact program 
which such an income might make 
possible. He added: 

If all realized the situation As 
clearly as Miss Crabtree there would 
he less difficulty in combating the 
practice of vivisection, the maltreat- 
ment of dumb animals, which is 
leading to similar experiments upon 
human beings. It is not generally 
known, but it is nevertheless a fact 
that the American Medical Associa- 
tion has put its approval upon cer- 
tain experiments upon human 
beings, made without their consent, 
and not for their benefit. 

Outlining in detail the manner in 
which she desired the income from 
this trust to be used, Miss Crabtree 
took a vigorous stand against vivi- 
section. The will stated: 

I have always been opposed to the 
practice of vivisection of animals 

for scientific or other purposes. I 
believe it to be cruel and barbarous, 
und that the advantages to be de- 
rived therefrom do not warrant this 
practice. I, therefore, direct my said 
trustees to vigorously and continu- 
ously oppose the practice of vivisec- 
tion by assisting in the publication 
and the circulation of writings and 
the delivery of lectures that tend to 
discourage and terminate this prac- 
tice and by favoring and aiding the 
enactment of such legislation as will 
make this practice of vivisection un- 
lawful. And as this provision relat- 
ing to the practice of vivisection is 
more vital to me in interest than any 
other provision that I have herein 
made for the humane treatment of 
dumb animals, I desire that my said 
trustees expend from the income of 
said fund such sum or- sums of 
money as in their judgment will 
most effectively carry out my will in 
this respect.

Diana, upon learning the 
truth, promptly renounced him; but 
won back by the open-heartedness 
of his public confession withdrew 
her withdrawal, thus helping the 
comedy to a conventional finish with 
the promise of a fresh start for the 
whitewashed claimant. 

This play, if it is to be saved, will 
be saved by the acting.

Galsworthy’s Plays in Vienna

N THE last year or so Austria and 
| Germany have evinced an increas- 

ing interest in the work of John 
Galsworthy. It is quite true that 
translations of both his prose works 
and his plays had already begun to 
appear before the war, but as Mr. 
Galsworthy did not share the fame 
that attended his brilliant fellow 
writer, Bernard Shaw, who was 
looked upon as an enemy of Eng- 
land, he was completely dropped in 
German-speaking countries, to re- 
appear but recently. 

It is doubtful whether the popu- 
larity of Mr. Galsworthy will ever 
achieve the dimensions of that of 
Mr. Shaw: he is much too English. 
But the civilized, humanitarianism | 
which pervades all his writings is| 
certain to insure him a large meas- 
ure of success in these countries, 
where humanizing, democratic tend- 
encies are beginning to prevail. 

When the average person reads 
that such and such a popular play 
or novel has been translated into a 
foreign language, he little dreams of 


the enormous labor that has gone 
into the making of the translation.

RUSSIAN FAIR 
“COMING BACK” 


Revival of Nizhni’s Novgo- 
rod Mart Attracts Traders 
Fro mFar and Near 


NIZHNI NOVGOROD, Russia, Sept. 
7 (Special Correspondence)—The 
Nizhni Novgorod Fair, a yearly arena 
of bargaining between East and 
West, and a Russian national insti- 
tution in former years, passed out 
of existence during the stormy 
period of revolution and civil] war. 
It was revived under rather discour- 

«aging material conditions in 1922. 
Almost all the houses which for- 
mérly served as warehouses and 
trading booths had been partially or 
completely, destroyed by the inhab- 
itants of Nizhni Novgorod and the 
surrounding country and used for 
fuel or building purposes. 

The third fair since the introduc- 
tion of Russia’s new economic policy 
opened on Aug. 1 of this year; and 
noteworthy progress was observed, 
when it- was compared with the 1922 
fair. About two-thirds of the ruined 
buildings have now been restored, 
and many state trusts which had 
scarcely begun to function two years 
ago are now represented with con- 
siderable stocks of goods. 

At the same time the fair is still 
far short of its pre-war proportions 
and up to the present time has not 
even equaled the turnover of last 
-year. Oriental merchants have hith- 
erto banded together and demanded 
such high prices for their rice, cot- 
ton, dates, and nuts that Russian 
buyers have been inclined to hold 
off. Now the Eastern traders are 
showing a disposition to reduce their 
prices; and this may make the sec- 
ond half of the fair somewhat live- 
lier than the first. 

Another, more fundamental reason 
for the decline of the fair is the 
socialization of the industries and 


much of the trade in Russia. 


The functions of private merchants 
and business men who formerly at- 
tended the fair have now been taken 
over largely by centralized and co- 
operative organizations, so that the 
process of individual selection which 
the fair afforded has now become 
considerably less important. 

However, the fair remains one of 
the picturesque landmarks of Rus- 
sian life, and one of its most pic- 
turesque features is the man whose 
picture hangs in every booth, the 
chief and presiding genius of the 
fair, Sergei Vassilevitch Malishev. 
He is an unusual figure—an old rev- 
olutionist who has not only gone 
into trade, but who feels very much 
at home there, and seems eminently 
fitted for the work. He describes his 
own career thus: 

I was born in the Province of 
Paroslav, where everyone is a trader. 

1 wa. sent to trade when I was 10 
vears old, but I soon got disgusted 
with all the tricks and cheating, and 
threw myself into revolutionary 
work. I was often in prison and 
exile. After the revolution at first 
trading was abolished; but when it 
was restored Nikolai Lenine himself 
picked me out for this work with 
the Nizhni Novgorod Fair, and T 
have been at it ever since. . 
One feels that Mr. Lenine could 
ae hean , com: | 
opportunities, his infectious opti- 
mism and his faith in Nizhni Nov- 
gorod and the fair, which is quite 
as strong as that of any American 
Rotarian in his native town, Mr. Mal- 
ishevy will see to it that the maxi- 
mum amount of buying and selling 
goes on in Nizhni Novgorod.

CHICAGO, Sept. 30—‘“Somewhere 
in Illinois” is*a radiocasting station, 
mounted on a truck, driving around 
to find a friendly home. This-is sta- 
tion WJAZ, owned by the Zenith 
Radio Corporation. 

When the station finds a community 
that is friendly to it and-from which 
the station programs can get out 
equally well as in other locations, the 
station will be unloadéd from the 
truck and permanently anchored.

what a radiocasting station looks 
like and how it “works.” The seri- 
ous business of choosing a home for 
WJAZ is just now getting under way. 

Station WJAZ is declared to be the 
first one to be a complete, self-con- 
tained, self-sustaining, battery oper- 
ated radiocasting station to be oper- 
ated on a truck. It is able to func- 
tion entirely without external sources 
of supply and carries its own col- 
lapsible antenna mast and antenna. 

The station can be set up in the 
middle of a field without any other 
power supply than its own and with- 
out any supports other then its own

Something More 
Than a Secretary 


HEN the writer first met Miss

‘even in the work of individual print- 
ers. It is indeed highly individual 


spects. It is often necessary to do 
a good deal of research before the 
date and place of printing of a work 
can be properly placed.. For ex- 
ample, one must search the biblio- 
graphical records, which include 
the great catalogs of such famous 
collections as those! of Cambridge 
and Oxford universities in England 
and of the British Museum and the 
Bibliothéque Nationale of Paris. 

“It is in such research work that 
one occasionally makes a thrilling 
discovery—one finds, for example, 
that a manuscript which costs only 
a few hundred dollars and which 
had been contemptuously branded 
by some persons as a forgery, is 
recorded and described in such a 
manner as to make its authenticity

Upon her advent in the procession of 
the marching year, it is as if nature 
hada burst forth in Faust’s impas-- 
sioned plea, “Oh, stay, thou art so 
fair!” 

Something of all this flows in upon 
me from every side, as I happily sur- 
render to September’s every mood. I 
have been perplexed by the stark lit- 
eralness of Wordsworth’s famous 
stanza about the ‘‘one impulse from a 
vernal wood,” but if I may change 
this not merely to “autumnal” but 
“September wood,” I can at last un- 
derstand out of my own present vivid 
experience. I should want also to 
broaden the meaning to make “im- 
pulse” plural and to include not only 
the.“‘wood”’ but the sea, the fields, and 
the sky. So I should read “All the 
multifarious impulses (or “influ- 
ences’) from September tides, and 
woods, and skies may teach’’—or per- 
haps better still, “enthra]l.”’ 

Every lover of these days will add 
to my paraphrase the — special 
sources of these influences which his 
environment offers, whether lake or 
stream, mountains or plains, garden 
or meadow. From my own priv- 
ileged vantage ground on a wooded 
knoll I enjoy, of course, not all of 
these, but with the varied features 
which do surround me September 
fills my cup to overflowing. First 
and foremost, the ocean rolls in be- 
fore me with those long curving 
swells which summer—save after a 
storm—never knows; and runs in 
even, glistening sheets of silvered 
blue far in upon the shore. What 
gentle yet determined power moves 
to and fro in these September tides! 
And other tides undulate across the 
fields to meet them—tides of color 
from a sea of purple asters and 
goldenrod, not the brilliant hues of 
summer’s heyday but the _ softer 
blended tones of these days of ful- 
fillment. Between the two rise the 
woods of a deep green, betokening 
the quiet maturity of leafy growth, 
while here and there the solid color 
is broken by spots of red and brown. 

But the pervading “influence” is 
the bracingness of September air. 
The languor of summer has gone. 
While the sun shines with the same 
radiance it does not burn. When 
breezes cease to sweep the scene, 
oppressive heat does not shut down 
about us. A mysteriously radiant 
life fills the air. So far from por- 
tending a partial eclipse of vitality, 
nature seems to reach her maximum 
of abounding force, held, as it were, 
in a stable equilibrium. , 

So it is that I cannot yield my- 
self to the conventional impression 
of my September, as in such typical 
lines: 


LL through this month I have 
been surrounded, besieged, and 
gently overwhelmed by an irre- 

sistible conqueror. And I have un- 
conditionally, joyously, surrendered. 
In my tent by the sea I have been 
safe from the inroads of the city and 
the distractions of the rest of the 
world. The friendly rampart of 
green woods has encircled my can- 
vas fastness, protecting me from 
every disturbing sound and every in- 


terruption. But I have had no defense 
against the manifold blandishments 
of September herself. From the sea 
and the sky, the fields and the woods, 
by which I am fortified against all 
other forces, she surges forth around 
me with resistless beauty and power. 

“Impulses” a great poet once called 
these mighty unseen influences, but 
he chose to feel them only from “a 
vernal wood.” . Why do the poets 
pour forth their ecstatic pzans 
through the centuries to the spring 
and pass by with only occasional 
tribute the pageant of the following 
seasons? And why do they see in 
autumn only the flaming, flaunting 
banners hung forth by the trees? 
And why with such uniformity, like 
their chief exemplar Thomson, who 
attempted the most elaborate de- 
scription of the “Seasons,” do they 
make the fall of the year a single 
monotonous stretch, all of one piece? 
This is a gross travesty of the limit- 
less, delicate shadings and nuances 
of the>marvelous transitions from 
summer to winter, and most of all a 
betrayal of my Protean September. 

Even more perverse, if possible, is 
the attempt to indict my queen of 
months as a fraud or at best as a 
masquerader, tricked ont in stolen 
splendor. Emily Dickinson (for 
whom I usually confess respect ind 
affection) once voiced this too com- 
mon sentiment in her lines: 


“Inspire me, O Muse,”

The Egyptian Calendar 


In the dim mists of six thousand 
years ago faint figures seem to 
move; scholars read a name here, 
an action or a portrait there,-and 
can only guess at their connexion. 
There is no story of other peoples 
to help, for Egypt seems older than 
all others, unless perhaps there ex- 
isted States on the Persian Gulf or 
in the distant Asia whose memory 
is lost. It is thought that Arabia 
was peopled by 4000 B. C., and that 
a group moved round the head of 


the Euphrates, and probably some 
of.the people in Egypt had come 
from Arabia too, by way of Sinai; 
when this was we do not know. 

The first men of whom traces are 
found in the southern Nile valley 
were about five and a half feet high, 
red brown in colour, with narrow 
“long” head, smooth hair, brown 
eyes, and slight, slim body.‘ They 
used stones as tools; their hoes 
were sharpened to a smooth edge 
and set in wooden handles. They 
could at one time make basketry 
and pottery, which they burnished 
till it shone, and coloured crudely; 
and in time they learned of copper 
and tried, not unskilfully, to work 
it. ... Of all the marvels of Egypt 
none deserves more attention per- 
haps than the early invention of a 
calendar. 

As early as 4241 B. C. the men of 
the Delta appear to have learned, 
partly from watching for the yearly 
return of the Nile flood, partly from 
noticing the. changing positions of

cately tufted hills in the shadow of 
the more jagged Apennines. There 
| are the magic familiar names: Or- 
| vieto, Perugia, Assisi. And there 
‘are the countless unknown tiny 
towns, on the hills that are hidden 
from traveled highways. Each sin- 
gle one has its pride and its in- 
dividuality. One learns the meaning 
of hill towns. 

| Orvieto is. perhaps, of them ail, 
most uncompromisingly part of the 
'rock of its hill. To reach it, 
funicular climbs an almost ninety- 
degree angle of ascent. Coming to 
it thus, one is not surprised to find 
it cut off from any outside influence, 
and thus from any time but its own 
last time of flourishing. It is petri- 
fied medievalism that one finds there. 
Yet there is a freshness about Or- 
vieto, the freshness of things per- 
fectly preserved. From the outer 
wall, that still stands, and its frag- 
ment of a castle tower, one sees 
the peasants wind their way be- 
tween walls down the hill. They 


gate, leading their donkeys. 

Orvieto is square; its lines form 
angles rather than curves. The 
houses are almost geometrically 
square, like houses of classic Greek 
cities. The facade of the cathedral 
is all points. Only one of the cas- 
tle’s towers is round. 

In medieval times Orvieto used to 
be the last stopping place for the 
mighty ones of earth on their way 
from the north to Rome. It was a 
proud, indomitable city then, diffi- 
cult to storm, but gracious in the 
hospitality it saw fit to extend to 
the friendly emperors. Orvieto is 
still the symbol of the might and 
pride of a fortified hill city. 

The nameless tiny towns that rise 
miraculously from narrower roads 
are _ most like pictured hill towns: 
just a wall at the top of the hill 
and seemingly only a church and 
single great stone house. - But really 
there are many square houses with 
narrow streets between them, and 
no particular plan except .that. of 
keeping to the top of the hill. 

Even the low, square farmhouses, 
separate between the,towns, have 
their own isolated timeless being. 
The daily round here seems to go 
on exactly as it has for more cen- 
turies than one can imagine. One 
remembers that hill: towns, too, are

“move.” Rossetti did nothing but good 
by his troubling of many rhythms 
which had become stagnant, and it is 
in his extraordinary sublety of 
rhythm, most accomplished where it 
seems most hesitating, that he has 
produced his finest emotional effects, 
effects before his time found but 
rarely, and for the most part acci- 
dentally, in English poetry.—Arthur 
Symons, in “Figures of Several Cen- 
turies.”

lyn, N. Y., Eagle, very appropriately 
likens him to English chess as Glad- 
stone was to politics; and Amos Burn, 
chess editor of the: London Field, and 
an active competitor of Blackburne’s, 
writes as follows: 

. By temperament Blackburne was pe- 
culiarly fitted to take part in the ex- 
citing contest of a chess tournament. 
No matter how critical the position 
might be or how short of time he was, 
he never lost his nerve. He°’was a 
chivalrous player who scorned to take 
the slightest undue advantage of his 
opponent. On one occasion the writer 
was playing an important tournament 
game with him, and, having made his 
move, .inadvertently omitted to stop his 
clock. Both players were on the point 
of losing by infraction of time limit, 
and all Blackburne needed to win the 
game was to consider his move for a 
few seconds till his opponent’s time 
was exhausted. Instead, he drew the 
writer’s attention to the inadvertence 
by saying, ‘‘Your clock!” and only 
then proceeded to consider his move. 
Afterward he remarked, almost apolo- 
getically, that he could not play while 
his opponent’s clock was going.

 Stiffening Money Rates In- 


duce Some Selling— 
Strong Spots 


Reactionary price movements pre- 
vailed at the opening of today’s New 
York stock market, further selling ap- 
parently being induced by the stiffen- 
ing of money rates. 

Initial changes, as a rule, were 
small. Oils continued to react on un- 
favorable trade news, and the low 
and medium-priced rails fell back on 
profit-taking. 

Early declines were extended to a 
point or more in a dozen stocks, in- 
eluding Atlantic Refining, Famous 
Players, Cushman’s Bakery and Texas 
Gulf Sulphur, while American Can, 
Baldwin, Colorado Fuel and several 
others yielded fractionally. 

Subsequent bidding up of Atchison 
and other rails and public utilities 
steadied the list. Consolidated Gas of 
Baltimore was lifted nearly 3 points 
+o a record high at 151%, while Colo- 
rade & Southern touched a new top 
at 42%, up 1%. 

General Electric and Missouri Pacific 
preferred advanced a point or more. 

Foreign exchanges opened steady. 

List Generally Higher 

Although the oils and a few special- 
ties continued heavy, prices generally 
showed an improved tone in the late 
morning despite a higher renewal rate 
for call money. Cosden was ham- 
mered down to a new low at 22% and 
Standard Plate Glass and Columbia 
Carbon established new minimum 
prices at 18 and 39% respectively. 

American Can was in supply on the 
declaration of the regular quarterly 
dividend of 1% per cent, but rallied a 
point. General Electric, American 
Water Works common, Worthington 
Pump and William Wrigley recorded 
substantial gains. Lehigh Valley 
touched 613g, the highest price since 
the segregation of the coal properties. 

Call money renewed at 2% per cent. 

Bonds Irregular 

Bond prices fluctuated irregularly to- 
day as higher money rates continued 
to discourage buying. Both of the 
Mexican issues fell back, as the mys- 
tery surrounding their recent advance 
was cleared.up by the announcement 
that an offering of $50,000,000 Mexican 
6 per cent bonds would be made by a 
Texas banker, virtually unknown in 
Wall Street. 

Profit-taking reduced the gains of 
railroad liens, although ’Frisco issues, 
which led the list in activity, recovered 
about a point each. International 
Great Northern adjustment 6s also re- 
sumed their upward move, but North- 
ern Pacific 4%s, Burlington 3%s and 


Big Four 5s B, Wheeling & Lake Erie’ 


4s, and the Chicago, Indianapolis and 
Louisville 5s yielded 1 to 1% points. 
Oil company issues were inclined to 
heaviness as a result of further gaso- 
line price cuts. The $20,000,000 bond 
issue of the Paris-Lyons-Mediterran- 
ean Railroad, offered today, was over- 
subscribed. 


WHEAT PRICES REACH 
NEW HIGH RECORD 


CHICAGO, Sept. 30—Fresh buying 
on the part of houses with export

ADVANCES REPORTED 
IN MID-CONTINENT 
HIGH GRAVITY OIL 


TULSA, Okla., Sept. 30 (Special)—' 
Following the reduction in the price of 
crude oil posted by the Prairie Oil 
& Gas Company Saturday—the second 
reduction in two weeks—inquiry shows 
that prices for motor fuel of the higher 
gravities actually are advancing. 

As compared with quotations at the 
refinery a few days previously of 614 
eents a gallon, or lower, refiners are 
asking 6% and 7 cents for the new 
navy grade, with a few demanding as 
high as 7% cents. These prices apply 
to spot delivery and to October de- 
livery. 

Prairie, by creating a new grade of 
36 gravity and above, continues to 
pay $1.25 a barrel for oil yielding the 
highest amount of gasoline, while the 
burden of the slash falls on oils that 
are deficient in gasoline content. 

Another explanation of the strength- 
ening gasoline market is in a reported 
shortage in the Mid-Continent terri- 
tory of high gravity motor oils. Much 
of it was snapped up at the bargain 
prices which prevailed for a few days, 
and the refinery output is not so 
large as it was before the wave of ex- 
treme low prices of the last two years 
put plant after plant out of business. 

There is no branch of the industry 
but that admits that too much crude 
oil is being produced. And, they say, 
unless the rapid exhaustion of the 
slush areas and the inability to dis- 
cover. new areas remedies the situa- 
tion automatically, the remedy will 
come through the financial inability on 
the part of the many producers to 
continue operaticns.

Some prominence has been given to 
the undercutting of the big companies’ 
prices in the London area. This com- 
petition, however, has not become seri- 
ous for the big groups. For example, 
the National Fuel Oil Company, which 
has been supplying the cut price con- 
cerns, has only imported three or four 
cargoes this year. 

It is possible that a further reduc- 
tion will be made by the big groups in 
the price of petrol distributed in the 
London area—not, it is declared, for 
the purpose of eliminating competition, 
but for the purpose of giving a fair 
price advantage to a large consuming 
center in which the turnover is big 
and the costs of distribution from 
ocean depots on the Thames relatively 
small.

rent issue of its Bulle- 

tin, indicts leading newspapers of that city for 

an editorial policy which exalts crime as the 
most important news of the day. 

These papers, according to the figures of the 
Municipal League, devote from 6.2 to 31.6 per 
cent of their news space to crime. This policy, 
the critics say, not only results in the chewding 
out of important world news, but acts asa posi- 
tive encouragement to criminals. Crime and 
disease are mental phenomena closely allied. 
To keep the mind constantly brooding on 
thoughts of ill-health invariably. produces a 
diseased condition of the body. 

2 the same way the constant impression upon 
the public consciousness of thoughts of crime 
is reste to develop criminals. The evil power 
of morbid suggestion upon the human mind is 
universally recognized among scientific men, 
although the study of the phenomenon is still 
in its infancy. Enough data, however, have 
been gathered and collated to justify the con- 
clusion that crime, no less than disease, may 
be, and is, encouraged and exténded by the 
power of mental suggestion. 

In a southern Illinois town last week an asso- 
ciation of retail merchants united in a resolu- 
tion asking the press to publish less about 
crime in that section, and to give its space to 
more constructive news. The fijppant retort is 
easy, that if less crime were committed, and 
more constructive acts performed, the disparity 
in news space given each might be not so 
great. But the excuse will not bear examina- 
tion. It is, unfortunately, too often the case 
that newspapers are not organized so much for 
the collection of the world’s good news as for 
the wide dissemination of all that is bad. 

A recent criminal trial in Chicago was the 
occasion for setting aside eighty-seven seats for 
correspondents in the court room. It would be 
difficult to imagine any such pressure for space 
at an educational or religious gathering. But 
more. The average special correspondent 
knows that the more heinous and brutal a 
crime may be, the more certain his report of 
it is to be received with favor in the home 
Office. As a result every criminal happening is 
seized upon with alacrity, and news off a less 
sensational, though more educational, nature is 
ignored or treated ina cursory fashion. 

If we are to accept the current dogma that 


the chief object, end and aim of a newspaper is. 


e money, it will be difficult to correct 
the gressive debasement of the press. Cir- 
culati§m is swiftly gained—though not surely 
held—jby sensationalism, and so as news circu- 
lation is the criterion by which advertisers 
chiefly judge a newspaper, the tendency of pub- 
lishers will be to seek that circulation in the 
easiest way. Of course, however, for a news- 
paper conducted in such a manner and for such 
a primary end to arrogate to itself any special 
quality as a guide to public thought, is sheer 
impertinence. Newspapers, like individuals, 
cannot serve God and mammon. 

A dozen years ago advertisers reached the 
conclusion that pages filled with disgusting, 
offensive or deceptive advertisements were not 
suitable places to display honest commercial 
announcements. As a result the advertising 
pages of the press have been notably cleaned 
up. Perhaps the time is in sight when those 
who purvey goods for the household will hesi- 
tate about offering them through the columns 
of newspapers which careful people exclude 
from the household circle.

The production and distribution of domestic 
fuel is one instance. There have been several 
parliamentary inquiries into the possibility of 
supplying Canada’s fuel needs more extensively 
from home resources. Ample evidence has been 
taken to show that the coal mines of Nova 
Scotia could supply all the eastern and central 
provinces of Canada with a satisfactcery fuel, 
equal to imported anthracite. But before the 
ordinary Nova Scotia coal would appeal to 
domestic consumers in Ontario, it would have 
to be converted into a suitable coke. 

Instead of importing nitrates from Chile, the 
‘Canadian farmers would need to be shown that 
sulphate of ammonia can be used to equal ad- 
vantage as a chemical fertilizer. Instead of 
the more expensive process of producing gas 
for domestic heating purposes, in ordinary gas- 
works where coke is the by-product, the change 
over to producer gas, at greatly reduced cost 
to the consumers, would have to be made to 
find a market for that commodity. 

There are even greater coal resources in 
Alberta and British Columbia, although the 
domestic markets are smaller in the Canadian 
west. “But there are new possibilities opening 
up for the use of Canadian coal for power pur- 
poses, as well as for heating, especially in the 
prairie provinces. In Ontario and Quebec the

He was 
wrong. His building is useful, -as a jail, no 
longer. For some time, in fact, it has been aban- 
doned because of a shortage of lawbreakers.

Western Ignorance of China 


By WARWICK JAMES PRICE 


“The University of Washington has adopted a pro- 
gram of interpretation of the life, institutions, culture 
and history of India, China and Japan.” The fact behind 
this announcement, carried in The Christian Science 
Monitor a few days ago, is one in which thoughtful 
persons will rejoice. Western peoples—the adjective is 
used as in contradistinction to Eastern, and applies 
almost as much to the states of Europe as to America— 
westerners really know so little of the Orient that their 
ignorance might stir a mild amusement were it not 
already a source of danger. Just that. There is talk of 
ultimate disarmament, there is work toward an early 
limitation of arms, but unless there lie behind these 
movements a broad and genuine mutual understanding 
among the nations, they may prove actually as full of 
menace as assuredly they are of inspiration. 

The argument for lessening naval and military forces, 
till at last they shall stand at mere police dimensions, 
if it is to be truly sound, must be buttressed by plans 
for eradicating the ignorance of nations ‘as to the funda- 
mentals of civilizations other than those of their imme- 
diate neighbors. For instance: Europe and the Americas 
should have this in view of Asia especially, for even 
among a greater part of what is “the educated public” in 
those continents there is only the shallowest knowledge 
of those most ancient of lands.

It is a commonplace in today’s prophecy to foresee 
the Pacific as the center of tomorrow's history. If the 
name of this greatest of oceans is to be appropriate to 
the character of the relations then destined to trans- 
form it into the vastest area of human activity, it will 
be solely because of an assured and sound understand- 
ing not only of the West by the East, but also of the East 
by the West. For long years, at a cost in energy and 
wealth only to be guessed at, the Occident has been 
teaching the Orient; it has done next to nothinggto learn 
what, the Orient is. To make good this lack is an im- 
perative duty of our times. Only so shall we discharge 
our responsibilities in a way to preserve world peace. 

If what has been written here is true of >the West 
broadly, it is true of the United States pointedly. With 
the longest frontier on the Pacific of any nation in the 
world, with business interests running into many mil- 
lions invested in Asia, with Manila, the capital of ‘“‘the 
hostage to fate” which America has given to the Orient,

—for such reasons, if no others,-the citizens of the great 
Republic surely should be informed, more than super- 
ficially, in all Oriental matters of essential import.

How many, from 
Los Angeles to St. Augustine, can correctly bound Per- 
sia? How many, from the Gulf to the Dominion line, can 
name the capital of India? What ‘“howlers” would 
result from an examination paper set the average resi- 
dent of Maine or Maryland, Missouri. or Montana, with 
such questions as these propounded: 

What is the form of government in Tibet? 

What lands are divided by the Malacca Strait? 

Locate (a) Formosa; (b) Muscat; (c) the Hindu Kush. 

What is the political status of (a) Korea? (b) of Hong 

Kong? 
Yet none of these is a “trick” query; none but involves 
what should be a part of general intelligence.

The content of the word “China,” generally accepted 
in the States, is wrong from first to last, because based 
on utterly inadequate and usually distorted associations. 
The American people judge all Chinese by the samples 
of the race in their midst, and for every student or 
merchant to be seen in the forty-eight commonwealths 
there are a score of laundrymen. Ergo, the American 
thinks of China as a land of queue-bedecked coolies. 
Further: life as it is lived in the Chinatowns of several 
of the greater cities in the Union has been broadly cap- 
italized to Chinese discredit. Then there is the cus- 
tomary movie film, picturing “John” as an opium 
and habitual gambler, making tong wars the

Oriental mystery. Which, of course, is 
no more Chinese society as it actually exists than the 
life in New York and Naples, Birmingham and 
is typical of the American and Italian, English 
rman civilizations.

Nor, with two or three splendid exceptions, does the 
press of the States do what it might to better afl this.

The World’s Games Giettals: ‘The Week in Rome 


Rome, Sept. 30 
The Italian Press Congress, which has been sitting 
in Palermo, terminated its labors yesterday. It was 
expected that its sittings would be stormy, but the de- 
bates passed off with a great solidarity of opinion about 
professional duties, responsibilities and rights. The out- 
standing feature of the work done w1is a motion express- 
ing the desire of the Government to restore the full free- 
dom of the press as soon as possible. This was passed 
amid the greatest enthusiasm and cries of “Long live 
liberty!” The proceedings were of a professional rather 
than a political character. The next congress will meet 


at Bologna in 1926. 


M. Camille Barrere, French Ambassador in Rome and 
doyen of the diplomatic repyesentatives accredited to 
the Italian Court, has asked M. Herriot, the French 
Prime Minister, to relieve him from the post which he 
has so honorably occupied for the last twenty-seven 
years. M. Barrere is a popular figure in Rome, and nis 
retirement has been heard of with the greatest regret. In 
his long career he came in touch with fourteen different 
Italian foreign ministers, and he has witnessed the 
formation of no less than twenty-five ministries. Few 
foreign diplomatists can claim to having influenced the 
course of Italy’s foreign policy as M. Barrere has. Par- 
ticularly on two occasions was his personal influence 
felt. The first was during the Italo-Turkish campaign 
in 1911, when the Italians seized two French steamers, 
the Carthage and the Manouba, on the charge that they 
were carrying arms for the Turks. Relations between 
France and Italy became very strained, and it was due 
to the work done by M. Barrere that complications werc 
averted and both governments agreed to have the dis- 
pute settled at The Hague. But M. Barrere came to the 
tore of European politics in the long months of Italy’s 
neutrality, when he used his great diplomatic ability 
first to keep Italy neutral, and later to induce her to 
join the Allies in their struggle against the central 
empires. M. Barrere had an unrivaled knowledge of 
Italian affairs, due to the long duration of his ambassa- 
dorial appointment, and was called ‘Viceroy of. Italy.”’

The three labor conventions which have been recently 
ratified by the Italian Government and registered at Geneva 
deal with night work in bakeries (this had already been 
prohibited by special legislation in this country), the 
weekly twenty-four hours’ rest in glassworks facto- 
ries, and the equal treatment of national and foreign 
workers in regard to compensation for injuries while at 
work. This last convention is the most important, and 
the Italian Government in ratifying it must have cer- 
tainly had in mind the draft emigration code, approved 
by the International Conference:held at Rome last May, 
which has for its basis equality of treatment between 
foreign and national workers. As the Rome Emigration 
Conference had not the powers which the Internationai 
Labor Conference enjoys under the Paris Peace Cove- 
nant of 1919, the Italian Government will no doubt insist 


‘with the other governments on the early ratification of 


this particular convention, embodying the theory of 
parity of treatment between the workers. As regards 
the Washington Convention concerning the eight-hour 
day, Italy, after passing it in the Italian Legislature over 
a year ago, did not assume any international obligation 
in this matter.

Since the first announcement appeared in both the 
Italian and foreign press of the alleged discovery of 
the manuscripts containing the whole 142 of Livy’s 
famous history of Rome, many similar finds have ap- 
peared which have created no less interest in literary 
circles, but the authenticity ef which is now questioned. 
The most sensational of these “discoveries,’ which et 
first had aroused an interest greater than that con- 
nected with the lost books of Livy, was in the finding of 
a manuscript containing a life of Jesus Christ written 
in the fifty-eighth year of the Christian era, in which 
were described in detail his life and sufferings. Another 
document “accidentally” found by Mr. Mario di Martino 
Fusco is a complete Greek codex which contains the 
life of St. Januarius, the patron saint of Naples, and 
which is said to have been written by a person who 
had witnessed his martyrdom. Another codex claimed 
to have been discovered contained a poem by the Greek 
poet Stesichorus on the fall of Troy, and still another 
one-some hitherto unknown writings of Tacitus. Alto- 
gether, if these discoWeries prove to be genuine and «ire 
collected and placed together, Italy will be able to boast 
of an unique museum. There is very little probability, 
however, of the truth about these documents, but the
